S.O. 433(E),—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that (he 
whole of the area of five kilometers along and extending upto the international 
boundary adjoining the State of Manipur, the Tirap district In the Union terri¬ 
tory of Arunachal Pradesh and the districts of Tuensang and Kohlma In the 
State of Nagaland Is In such a dangerous condition that the use of armed forces 
in aid of the civil power Is necessary; 

Now, therefore. In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Armed 
Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 (28 of 1958), the Central Government hereby 
declares the whole of the said area to be a disturbed area.
